English Gold and Silver Coins 


A Small Group of Seven Coins from the Famous Cuerdale 
Hoard of 1840 





Cuerdale, near Preston gave its name to the fabulous hoard 
of some 7,000 coins, found in May, 1840, 40 yards from the 
banks of the Ribble. It has always been considered one of 
the most significant finds from the Anglo-Saxon period. The 
coins had been contained in a leaden chest which fell to 
pieces at the time of the discovery. The hoard, having been 
found within the Duchy of Lancaster, became Treasure 
Trove, and most of the coins and ornaments are in national 
and other museums. 

The Duchy of Lancaster, however, were able to retain 
some pieces from the hoard and they, in turn, distributed a 
number of small parcels of coins, pins, ingots and orna- 
ments, to the leading landlords in the vicinity. This particu- 
lar group, which is previously unrecorded, was given to Mr. 
T. Weld, the Squire of Leagram Hall, and it remained in the 
Weld family until 1960, when it was left by Mr. J. Berkeley- 
Weld to the present vendor. 

The photograph, believed to have been taken in the 
1920’s, shows the River Ribble, with the stump of an old 
willow tree that was planted in 1840, to mark the site of the 
find.

“A much more interesting set of figures, numismatically, is that 
showing the dollars going into the Current Cash Account for twenty 
eight out of the sixty entries show half-dollars and one gives quarter 
dollars. As these were the totals for the day there were probably many 
more to make up a round figure in dollars. The Bank added half and 
quarter dollars to make up a bag to the standard weight of 1000 ounces 
troy. Segments were also used and there was the occasional coin other 
than Spanish thrown in, all of which were complained of at a later date 
by the military authorities, who preferred some uniformity. Having no 
precedents for counter-marking, the reaction of the Mint would have 
been to strike whatever came into their hands and the question of 
refusing to strike fractional coins was never raised. The doubts that are 
cast on the validity of these coins by numismatists would seem to have 
no foundation”.

It is interesting that, at the time of striking, Mr. J. J. Pratt, Consul- 
General for Transvaal in London complained about the copper tint of 
the coins. Further details and the full background information on the 
coins has been published under the title “South Africa’s First Gold 
Coin” by Matthy Esterhuysen, Pretoria, 1976. 

On 25th September, 1874 two Staatsponds were presented to Tho- 
mas Burgers, by the Volksraad and the Executive Council and it is 
known that he purchased a further eight specimens. Esterhuysen 
records (p. 17) that the first two coins were presented by Burgers to his 
son Herbert Bryson Burgers in January 1877, whilst he gave another to 
his daughter Ellen in August 1877, this wrapped in a similar piece of 
paper to the present coin, though reading on the one side “From the 
Executive—to President Burgers” (E. p. 21). This coin was sold at 
auction (Sotheby’s, Johannesburg, 17th May), in 1983. 

One can understand why Burgers chose 1877 to give away the 
remaining coins in his possession. April 12th, 1877 was the date of the 
proclamation annexing the Transvaal to Great Britain. Only a month 
earlier Burgers had addressed the Volksraad “I would rather be a 
policeman under a strong government than the President of such a 
state. It is you—you members of the raad and the Boers—who have 
lost the country, who have sold your independence for a drink. You 
have ill-treated the natives, you have shot them down, you have sold 
them into slavery, and now you have to pay the penalty... If we want 
Justice, we must be in a position to ask it with unsullied hands...”. 
Burgers accepted a British Government pension and settled on a farm 
in Hanover, Cape Province, where he lived for five years. He died at 
Richmond (Cape Province), on 9th December, 1881.

In 1875 Burgers had visited Europe seeking foreign investment in South 
Africa, most especially to promote a scheme for linking the Transvaal 
to the Portuguese territory of Delagoa Bay. A treaty, providing for the 
construction of the railway was signed in December 1875. At some 
point in these proceedings he is believed to have presented examples of 
the Burgerspond to the heads of state of those countries friendly to 
South Africa. The Portuguese government, in return, responded by 
presenting to President Burgers the gold coin now being offered for 
sale. There is no written documentation to prove the background of the 
coin other than “family tradition” and the fact that it has always been 
kept with the Burgerspond consigned in the previous lot.
